A NEW INDUSTRY. 


FINEST OF SILK NOW BEING MADE OF 
WOOD PULP. 


It je at Present Manufactured in France 
and Shortly to be Started in Eogiand— 
Canada May Riyal Both— How the Fibre 


is Span, 


There will shortly be started in Lan- 
cashire a new indastry of a character co 
novel that the mention of it may appear 
to be suggestive of an abenrdity rather 
than of sobertrath. It will be one for 
nothing lees than the manufacture of 
silk out of wood pulp. (Quixotic as the 
idea eeenia, it has already been establish- 
ed that silk, or rather, artificial eilk, ean 
be so made; that it can be used for the 
many parposes for which natural silk is 
need, and others besides; that it is e% 
pecially enitable for working up with 
natura! silk, cotton or wool for dreaa ma 
terial, ribbons, trimming, dresa decora- 
tions, vestments, etc; that the artificial 
ailk can eearcely be distinguished from 
that from which we have hitherto de 
pended on the silkworm, and that it can 
be sold at prices very much lower, and 
still have a enbstantial profit. Dreaa and 
other fabrica made from this wood eiik 
are, indeed, already being sold exten- 
sively in London, as among the leading 
features of thia season's Paris noveliies; 
though the appearance of them 18 Fo 
close to that of the ordinary silks, anid ao 
little lias been said of the new discovery, 
that neither the ladies who have bought 
them, nor, indeed, the shopkeepera who 
have sold them have realized the change 
that has been brought about in the pre- 
cess of manufacture, 

At present the wood silk comes from 
France, large works having been estab- 
lished at Besancon under patents grant- 
ed to Count Hillaire de Chardonnet, Coe 
valier of the Legion of Honor, who dis- 
covered the process, and first eetabliehed 
in [895 the fact thet it might be made 
into a commercial saecess, Since that 
the demand for the new commodity hal 
far earpassed the existing powers of 
mannfactnre, and some mouths ago the 
idea was mooted of adding to the nuim- 
ber of our own industries by arranging 
wo make the artificial silk in Mngland as 
well. ‘The project seemed to be espec- 
ially desirable in the interests of Lan- 
cashire, whose commercial prosperity has 
been seriously threatened of late, while 
it was pointed ont that Lancashire 
woavers aré oiich more skillfal than the 
french in working up those texice com- 
binations forwhien the artificial silk is 
particularly, thogeh not exclusively 
adapted. A numberof eilk and eottou 
manufactures met to disenss th 
tion, nud finally fentontto Besancon op 
deputation consisting of some of their 
own bummer, an engineer, a chomnet, and 
a lawver, to investigate the tulyeet tho- 
roughly, Thia was done andthe out

Raising Cows. 


In Mr. ¥. &. 


answer toan inquiry, 
Peer, a western New York breeder, 
says that he dovs not believe it is neces- 
cary to starve calves or confine them 


entirely to skim-milk diet to make dairy 
cattle of them. Ifthe calf-was not spoiled 
before it was born and has come into 
the world with a daly conformation, she 
should be fed liberally and kept in a 
thrising and growing condition, even if 
it requires ration of grain to aceom- 


plish it. I would, however, have the 
grain principally bran or crushed oats, 


(noe corn meal) and I would make them 
eat @ lot of coarse forage to get a Httle 
grain; and whenever they showed signs 
of fattening I would reduce the grain to 
no more than would keept them growing. 
If a heifer is bound to be a heefer with 
moderate feeding, the sooner she is made 
tacllow for the block the better. This sort 
will invariably be found with broad, 
rough shoulders at the withers and well 


filled up between the hind legs—in other 
words a beefy conformation. If the 


breeder cannut bring himsclf to the point 
of killing the calf, and his conscience 
will bear the stretching, I would advise 
him to sell her to the first fool that 
comes along, Ly fool T man some breed- 
er who has had experience and oucht to
